—At leiist 144 persons lost their lives 
in nn explosion at the Wcnccslaus coal 
mine here. Eighty-one of the bodies 
have been recovered, most of them 
burned badly. 


No hopes arc held for the lives of 


those remaining in the mines. A gas 
pocket was tapped in the shaft and 
the fumes spread quickly throughout 
the mine. There was no chance for the 
men to escape and rescue work was 
made hazardous by the gns. 


The explosion look both the work- 


men and the officials of the mine 
off their guard, as an inspection of 
the whole mine was made Sunday and 
it was thought to be safer than ever. 


Rescue workers found the bodies of 


Iho workmen with their tools still 
clutched in (heir hands.

Producion field crops economically 


is the big problem of the farmers of 
today. There is a close 
relation of 


yields to costs. The greater the yielc 
the less per unit cost. Yield also bears 
a close relation to soil.fertility. Poor 
soil means low yields and high :costs 
per unit yields, states J. E. McKell, 
University of Arkansas College of Ag- 
riculture, Extension Service. 


Soil improvement should be the aim 


of every farmer who produces crops. 
The most economical methods of soil 
improvement are 
rarely 
practiced. 


Legumes as soil builders are rapidly 
growing in favor. Summer legumes 
have -been grown for feed crops most- 
ly and with the idea of soil building in 
the background. This is of some value, 
even when the crop is taken off 
1 as 


hay or feed, though often not ..as 
much as those practicing it see™ to 
think. 


Winter legumes are growing moi'e 


satisfactory as they are ready to turn 
under at a time when feed for live- 
stock is less in demand. So winter 
legumes are playing an important part 
n crop rotation and soil improvement. 
Dlans should be made now for the 
arger seeding to winter legumes this 
all, whether it be vetch, Austrian 
peas, crimson or burr clover. Any 
of these can be used to an advantage 
when sown in the present growing 
rops during the latter part of August 
md September. 
Most farmers of today are depend 


ng on the commercial fertilizer mark 
et there is no other v/ay, then thi 
should be followed as it enables on 
to produce more economically and a 
a profit. In fact, this would prove 
satisfactory means of production in 
crease under any condition, but to 
little attention is paid to the natura 
ways of soil improvement. 


Fertilizers have paid well for th 


investments made, and present in 
dications are that they will for the in 


vestments made, and present indica- 
tions arc-that they will continue to 
pay in 1930. All crops that have been 
properly fertilized nro gelling off to 
a much better start than Hie unfer- 
tilized. There is no doubt but the in- 
vestments in the right kinds (if fer- 
tilizers will continue to pay big in- 
terest on the investments.

Farm home-seekers, who arc most 


desirable, usually want to talk with 
the county agent before 
purchasing 


land and want to know that they may 
have the assistance of county exten- 
sion agents in adapting their farming 
system to the new conditions. This 
makes land in counties where county 
agents are more salable and attractive 
to more progressive types of farmers, 
who may wish to move 
from other 


sections. 


Farm loans are made in some cases 


only where the farmer is protecting 
the land against erosion and is fol- 


The livestock industry of Arkansas 


has become of sufficient importance 
and magnitude that farmers are be- 
ginning to equip their farms with 
more suitable buildings to house theii 
livestock. New barns are being bull 
al! over the state. 
Some 
of these 


barns are costing quite a sum of mon 
ey features which make for economica 
use of space and convenience whicl 
they should. This is due to the fac 
that those making the plans are no 
familiar with good barn construction. 


A good livestock building should b 


planned to insure comfortable and saf 
housing of the animals; should be ar 
ranged so that the space in the build 
ing is all 
economically used; 
an 


should be so arranged that the farme 
can do the chores quickly, safely an 
without too much walking and feed 
carrying. 


The location of the buildings with 


respect to drainage, other farm build- 
ings, and conveniences to lots and pas- 
tures, is a very important considera- 
tion. The selection of material and 
general type of construction with a 
view of keeping down first cost and 
later upkeep is also very important.

Than That of Years 


1928 or 1929 


LITTLE ROCK, July 
0.—(ff>)—The 


1930 
spring pig crop is about 15 per 


cent less than in 1929 when the crop 
was 25 per cent less than that of 1928. 
according to the June pig survey re- 
port issued by Charles S. Routon. fed- 
eral agricultural statiscian, here to- 
day. 


"Therefore," says Mr. Bouton, "the 


state has saved only about 64 per cent 
of those saved two years ago. How- 
ever, pigs saved per litter amounted 
o 5.5 per cent this spring as compared 
with 5.1 per cent in the spring of 929, 
>ut the Arkansas market will slaught- 
er fewer hogs this year than last year. 


"An encouraging factor," Mr. Bout- 


on adds, "is that the number of sows 
bred for fall farrowing is 21.1 per cent 
more than were farrowed last fall. 
While actual farrowings are usually 
considerably less than breeding in- 
tentions reported, still the 1930 fall 
pig crop should be equal or perhaps 
greater than the 1929 fall crop. 


"In the Untied States, there is a 


decrease of about 6 per cent in the 
spring pig crop of 930 as 
compared 


with the previous year. In the South 
Central states, the group to which Ar- 
kansas belongs, the average decrease 
was nearly 22 per cent."

Field workers of the Wisconsin Arch- 
aeological society who have located 
mere than 11,600 Indian mounds since | 
1911 are continuing their explorations 
this summer. 


Lnst year these field parties locat- 


ed 208 archaeological monuments and 
site;, not previously recorded by the 
society. 


Many animal shaped burial grounds, 


or eCf'igy mounds, created by aborig- 
inal man exists in this state. They 
are said to represent the clan sym- 
bols of Indians who died on the Wis- 
consin happy hunting grounds and 
are frequently in the shape of a bird, 
turtle, bear, panther-or-other animal. 
Remains buried in them reveal many 
facts regarding history and activities 
of their builders. 


Included in the discoveries of last 


season were 75 Indian village and 
camp sites; 50 trails and river fords; 
50 mounds; four 
spirit 
or 
sacred 


springs, four cooking or roasting pils, 
three native \cooper workings, three 
cemeteries, two flint worksnip sites, 
two solitary graves, two boulder mor- 
tars, two plots of garden beds, two 
caches or hords of flint implements, 
one lead smelter, one quarzile quarry, 
cue spirit stone (shrine), one trading 
posl site, one pictorgraph rock, one 
Indian sugar bush, and 
one 
rock 


shelter. 


Scienlific exploration has been car- 


ried on in many of these mounds and 
their contents removed to slale mu- 
seums. A much larger number 
has 


been permanently preserved in public 
parkc. Several ;ire to be found on the 
.University of Wisconsin campus.
